CACTUS  DAHLIAS — Are  known  by  their  long,  pointed  and  twisted  petals. 
DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS — Include  all  loose  flowering  varieties  and  those  with 
large  flat  petals. 

SHOW  DAHLIAS — Include  all  large,  well  formed  flowers  of  a single  color,  and 
those  in  which  the  ground  color  is  of  a lighter  shade  than  the  edges 
or  tips. 

FANCY  DAHLIAS — Include  nearly  all  variegated  varieties,  the  ground  color 
being  darker  than  the  edges  or  tips. 

POMPON  DAHLIAS — This  class  embraces  all  of  the  small  varieties. 

SINGLE  DAHLIAS — Have  but  a single  row  of  petals. 

PEONY  FLOWERED  DAHLIAS — Are  of  immense  size,  having  two  or  three 
rows  of  petals.
